- TODAY'S ARTISTS- 


Born in Odessa, Soviet Union, cellist Vladimir Orloff began his professtonal 
solo career in Rourmnia. He became the youngest menber of the Bucharest 
Philharmonic at age 17, ad, within a few years had captured top prizes 
at the International Competitions of Bucharest, Warsaw and Geneva. His 
solo career has included acclaimed performances in Prague, Paris, London, 
Berlin, Amsterdan, China, Israel, the United States and Canada. Asa 
teacher, Mr. Orloff recently led masterclasses in Holland, Israel and 
Vierna, He will travel to Italy and Spain this summer for more masterclasses 
and concerts. A South Anerican tor and recitals in Belgiun, Israel 
and Austria are planed for the 1986-87 season. Mr. Orloff joined the 
Faculty of Mustc as a Professor on his arrival to Canada in 1971. 
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Norbert Kraft has been highly praised as an outstanding virtuoso - recently 
capturing top prize in the 10th Anal Andres Segovia International Guitar 
Competition and, in 1979, wiring the Grand Prize in the National CBC 
Talent Festival. In addition to his solo and chanber work, Mr. Kraft 
has appeared as guest soloist with most of Canada's major orchestras 
as well as with the Boston Pops Orchestra wider Erich Kunzel and with 
orchestras in England, Germany and Spain. He has made several appearances 
on the CBC national television network ard played to capacity audiences 
in his am CBC radio/concert series, "The Art of the Guitar’. Mr. Kraft 

carbines his concert career with teaching positions at the Royal Conservatory 
of Muste and the Faculty of Music, University of Toronto. 
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A native of Toronto, Bomie Silver begam her piano studies at the age 
of faw with her father, jazz pianist Harvey Silver. She went om to 
win several awards and scholarships, including the Forsythe Scholarship 
fran the Faculty of Music, University of Toronto, where she studied with 
Pierre Sowatron and Marietta Orloff and in New York with Karl Ulrich 
Schnabel. Frequently heard om CBC National Radio, Miss Silver has appeared 
as soloist with such major Canadian orchestras as the Toronto Symphony 
and performs extenstvely across the country as soloist and chamber musician. 
With her husband, Norbert Kraft, she ts featured on the Fanfare recording 
"Fandango". Miss Silver ts a manber of the Faculty ard Board of Examiners 
of the Royal Conservatory of Music.
